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Bridge 
plan in 
village 

A SCHEME to replace 
Pelsall’s landmark York’s 
Bridge, which dates back to 
the 1800s, with a new bridge 
at its side has been put 
forward by council bosses. 

Parts of Pelsall North 
Common would be lost 
under a ground swap plan 
involving a nearby pond. It is 
now planned to save the 
existing historic bridge in 
Norton Road and build a 
new one alongside it 

It means that additional 
land from the common is 
required to build the new 
structure and roadway. The 
scheme will mean deregula¬ 
tion of part of the site. Moat 
Farm pool, at the junction of 
Norton Road and Lichfield 
Road, will be re-designated 
common land in exchange. 

There is currently a 10- 
ton weight restriction on the 
bridge, which carries Norton 
Road over the Wyrley and 
Essington Canal. Due to its 
narrow carriageway, there 
have been 10 reported acci¬ 
dents and 16 casualties at 
the site since 1999. 

The council said that the 
lack of pathways means that 
pedestrians and cyclists are 
at risk, ut villagers have 
made it clear that they do 
not want to lose the historic 
bridge. 

The authority insists that 
the impact of the scheme on 
Pelsall North Common will 
be minimal. Consultation is 
expected to start as early as 
next month. 

Bus lanes to 
be watched 

A MONTH-LONG amnesty 
is still anticipated at the 
start of a crackdown on 
drivers illegally using bus 
lanes in Walsall. 

The use of a mobile 
camera is planned by Walsall 
Council but has been held up 
by “technical glitches” - See 
Page 2. 

The council agreed a 
policy where those caught by 
the camera will be given a 
£60 fine, which will be 
halved if paid within 14 
days. Those who fail to pay 
within 56 days will see the 
bill rise to £90. 


U-TURN ON CUTS 
AND PRICE HIKES 


PLANS to increase school meal prices 
in Walsall have been scrapped after 
more than £180,000 worth of cuts 
were dropped by council chiefs. 

The controversial move to introduce a 5p rise in 
meals has been axed while the suspension of the 
garden waste service is also being reduced. 

Other proposals for a £22,000 cut to music services at 
the Forest Arts Centre, in Hawbush Road, Leamore,have 
also been binned while the level of reductions for parks 


and ground maintenance 
has decreased. 

Council bosses have 
decided not to pursue 
£187,000 of cuts put 
forward as part of the draft 
budget despite needing £13 
million savings in the next 
year. 

The rise in school prices 
would have generated an 
extra £20,000 but it 
prompted concerns from 
parents. 

The authority said the 
decision to reduce cuts to 
grounds maintenance and 
green spaces by £110,000 
will ensure the presence of 
rangers in parks at week¬ 
ends. 

Save 

Linda Mason has cam¬ 
paigned against any reduc¬ 
tion in funding amid 
concerns over the impact of 
fewer park rangers and the 
risk of mores anti-social 
behaviour in parks. 

The organiser of the Save 
Walsall Green Spaces and 
Countryside Services group 
said the reduction in cuts as 
outlined by the council was 
not enough. 

She said: "It is still far, far 
worse than what we have 
now. I don't think they have 
listened hard enough, I don't 
think they realise the impli¬ 
cations." 

The council said although 
people supported the idea to 
reduce the garden waste col-

lection service over winter, 
they felt that closing in 
November was too early. 

The council will instead 
keep the service open in 
November but then close it 
until the end of March, 
costing £35,000. 

A consultation period saw 
almost 500 people take part 
and give their views on the 
proposed cuts and income- 
raking plans. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “We’ve given people 
the chance to have their say 
and we’ve listened by remov¬ 
ing or changing five of the 
proposals.” 

He added: “We’d love to be 
able to remove or adjust 
more but it’s only fair and 
honest to say that there will 
be many tough decisions still 
ahead of us.” 

The final £630m budget 
for the next financial year is 
due to go before the full 
council next month. 

Finance boss councillor 
Chris Towe said: “This 
shows without question 
we’ve given people the 
opportunity to tell us what 
they think is important 
before we shape the final 
stages of our budget for the 
next financial year. 

“We’re very, very keen to 
preserve frontline services 
for the people of Walsall.”

HUNDREDS of schools closed and 
motorists faced a slippery struggle to 
work after heavy snow hit the borough 
and the rest of the region.

Temperatures plunged to -6C (2 IF) 
overnight into the early hours of 
Tuesday, causing snow to turn to ice on 


the roads, while forecasters warned of 
freezing fog and more snow flurries. 

West Midlands Police said the force 
took 1,955 999 calls on Sunday com¬ 
pared to a daily average of 1,620. 

Stolen 

Three vehicles were stolen from 
outside homes in Willenhall as their 
owners left them running to thaw out. 

A silver BMW was stolen from 
outside a home in Nightingale Cres¬ 
cent, New Invention, last Thursday. A 
black Vauxhall Corsa and a blue 
Renault van were both taken from 
outside addresses in Delamere Road, 
Short Heath, shortly after. 


An entire grit bin was stolen from 
Lichfield Road, Sandhills, with reports 
a van had stopped and taken it. 

Bosses at Walsall Manor Hospital 
said services were running as normal. 

The bitter cold and driving snow, did 
not deter the borough’s Urban 
Forestry team, led by Ian McDermott, 
from planting the first of ten yew trees 
at the top of High Street on Friday, in 
honour of the 800th anniversary of 
Walsall Parish Church.

Blitz on 
bins is a 
success 

THE number of bins not 
emptied as part of a contro¬ 
versial recycling crackdown 
in Walsall borough has 
fallen. 

But figures show 2,320 
green bins were still rejected 
during latest rounds for con¬ 
taining the wrong rubbish. 

Council chiefs have con¬ 
firmed the blitz will con¬ 
tinue, despite Government 
plans to soften penalties. 

More than 11,000 bins 
were left uncollected after 
being found to contain the 
wrong kind of rubbish, such 
as food waste, general waste 
and nappies, when the drive 
was launched. 

Rejected 

Since then, the number of 
bins not collected in Walsall 
has fallen. 

Councillor Tom Ansell 
said: “We thank residents 
for their ongoing efforts to 
recycle, which are contribut¬ 
ing to a significant reduction 
in the number of loads being 
rejected. 

“At the start of our aware¬ 
ness campaign last Novem¬ 
ber 11,000 bins were being 
rejected, compared to last 
week when 2,320 bins were 
rejected, which equates to 
2.31 per cent of the 
borough’s total. This is due 
to residents playing their 
part.” 

The campaign was 
launched due to the rising 
amount of waste being taken 
to landfill, costing taxpayers 
thousands. 

Taxpayers 
pick up bill 

MORE than £170,000 of tax¬ 
payers’ cash was used by the 
Government on advisors to 
help it decide what to do 
with sites previously owned 
by axed regional develop¬ 
ment agency Advantage 
West Midlands. 

It means taxpayers have 
both footed the £7 million 
redundancy bill for the 
quango and for external 
firms to work on the 
agency’s projects. This 
included £27,000 to consider 
development at the old Lex 
site at Walsall Waterfront. 
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MP calls for better diagnosis of dementia 


WALSALL North MP David 
Winnick has quizzed health bosses 
over what action is being taken to 
improve the rate of dementia diag¬ 
nosis in the borough. 

Labour MP Mr Winnick has 
written to Salma Ali, managing 
director of NHS Walsall, and Rob 
Bacon, chief executive of the Black 
Country Cluster, raising the issue. 


Mr Winnick said: “It is estimated 
there are 670,000 people in England 
suffering from dementia and the 
expectation is that this number will 
unfortunately double in the next 30 
years. 

Families 

“Apart from the intense sufferings 
caused to the individuals, as well as 


their families, the cost to society is 
somewhere in the region of £19 
billion a year. This, in fact, is more 
than the cost of cancer, heart disease 
or stroke.” 

Mr Winnick said the emphasis 
now for the Department of Health is 
for authorities to drive up diagnosis 
rates. 

The best-performing primary care 


trust currently has a diagnosis rate 
of 75 per cent - Walsall’s rate is 36 
per cent. 

Mr Winnick said: “In my letters to 
the heads of both Walsall and the 
Black Country health organisations, 
I have asked what action is being 
taken to improve the diagnosis rate 
in this borough, and what plans 
there are to deal with this.” 


Technical 'glitch' 
hits spy car plan 


MOVES to introduce a mobile camera to 
crackdown on motorists who use bus lanes 
and illegally park at school gates in Walsall 
has been delayed due to “technical glitches.” 

A car with specialist monitoring equipment is being intro¬ 
duced in the borough to stop drivers who illegally queue 
jump and park. 

The steps to stop motorists clogging up lanes earmarked 
for public transport were due to come into force last year, 
with Walsall Council hoping to have it running by autumn 
- but the initiative is yet to materialise. 

The council agreed a new policy that those caught by the 
camera will be given a £60 fine, which will be halved if paid 
within 14 days. Those who fail to pay within 56 days will see 
the bill rise by 50 per cent to £90. 

Transport chief councillor 
Tom Ansell said the council 
was aiming to launch the 
crackdown as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

He added: “We’re looking 
to equip a car with specialist 
monitoring equipment to 
help us take action. 

“There have been a few 
technical hitches with the 
equipment that the supplier 
will be delivering for us. It’s 
always best to get things 
right first and we’ll be intro¬ 
ducing it as soon as we can.” 

Amnesty 

It is anticipated that a 
month-long amnesty will be 
put in place when warnings 
rather than fines are issued. 

The council said the 
moves come after regular 
requests from bus operators. 

The enforcement vehicle 
will also monitor school gate 
parking. 

The use of the camera will 
generate about £15,000 a 
year, with the council saying 
money will be ploughed back 
into the initiative. 

Bus lanes are in operation 
on sections of some of the 
borough’s busiest routes. 

Some schools have taken 
their own steps to combat 
parking issues at the gate. 
Whetstone Field Primary, in 
Aldridge, has installed four 
special warning signs.

The Darlaston forge 
masters produced the steel 
fittings and sent them to 
Wedge’s to undergo the com¬ 
panies unique galvanisation 
process. Gary Smith, sales 
manager of George Dyke 
Limited, said: “We use them 
to galvanize our steel to 
protect it against corrosion 
and weathering.”

Transport chief Council¬ 
lor Tom Ansell said: “We are 
in the process of reviewing 
our approach relating to the 
introduction of 20mph speed 
limits and will, following 
trials, develop a procedure to 
deal with requests.” 

The 20mph roads include 
the Pool Hayes estate in Wil¬ 
lenhall and the Yew Tree and 
Tamebridge estates. 

Council committees 
across the region have 
brought in the new limits. 

In Wolverhampton there 
is a 20mph speed limit inside 
the ring road and a further 
18 20mph zones in residen¬ 
tial areas. 

Bosses say they are con¬ 
sidering trialling an expan¬ 
sion of the limit to more 
areas. 

Housing 

In Sandwell new housing 
developments are made 
20mph zones where possi¬ 
ble. Council spokesman 
Gurdip Thandi said: “Given 
the current interest in the 
concept of default 20mph 
limits, we continue to 
monitor local authority 
areas where such schemes 
have been implemented to 
understand the relative cost 
benefits between these and 
targeted schemes.” 

Dudley Council decided 
last year to allow schools to 
apply for 20mph limits on 
nearby roads.

Driver stole 
diesel from 
firm to sell 

A FORMER company driver 
who stole fuel from the 
waste disposal firm he 
worked for in Walsall has 
been ordered to carry out 
unpaid work. 

Andrew Davis worked for 
PHS All Clear Ltd in 
Aldridge for about nine 
months, Walsall Magistrates 
Court heard. 

The 43-year-old, of 
Pelsall, would fill up his 
vehicle with diesel but later 
siphoned off the fuel to sell 
on to third parties. 

The court heard he stole 
between £400 and £500 
worth of fuel between 
November 26 and December 
14 last year. 

Suspicious 

Mr Roger Blezzard, prose¬ 
cuting, said drivers for the 
firm were given a card which 
they could use to fill up their 
vehicles. 

He said: “The company 
noticed over a period of time 
the vehicles driven by Mr 
Davis consumed high quan¬ 
tities of fuel. They became 
suspicious.” 

It was reported to police 
and Davis was arrested. He 
later resigned from the firm. 

Davis, of Allens Lane, pre¬ 
sented himself during the 
hearing and admitted one 
charge of theft. He told the 
court he was ashamed of his 
actions. 

He was handed a 12- 
month community order 
and told to do 200 hours 
unpaid work. 

He must also pay a £60 
victim surcharge and £100 
compensation to the firm. 

Attack on fan 
-arrest made 

ONE man has been arrested 
and another questioned over 
an alleged assault on a 
Portsmouth fan at Walsall 
railway station. 

A 25-year-old man from 
Walsall was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of causing grievous 
bodily harm and bailed. 

A 42-year-old man from 
Tipton has also been quizzed 
regarding the incident. 

The 56-year-old Pompey 
fan from Surrey suffered a 
broken jaw. 


Suicide verdict 

A CALDMORE man com¬ 
mitted suicide by setting 
himself on fire inside his car, 
an inquest heard. 

Father-of-two Ashfaq 
Hussain, aged 43, of Thorpe 
Road, killed himself in Spout 
Lane, Caldmore, in April 
2012. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded a 
verdict of suicide. 


Man jailed for trying to incite violence 


A PALFREY man who tried to incite violence after an 
English Defence League (EDL) protest in Walsall has been 
jailed. 

Trouble flared at the EDL rally in Leicester Street, 
Walsall, in September last year. 

Abu Bakir, of Palfrey, was wearing a stab vest and carry¬ 
ing a knuckle duster when he tried to incite people he 
believed were EDL supporters near Tame Bridge Parkway 
train station following the protest, Walsall Magistrates 
Court heard. 

Mrs Rachael Smith, prosecuting, said the 22-year-old got 
out of a car in Walsall Road with a scarf wrapped around his 
face and tried to encourage those he assumed were EDL pro¬ 
testers to approach the vehicle. 

Bakir, of New Mills Street, was seen by a police officer 
who searched him and found he was wearing the stab vest 


and had the knuckle duster. He admitted possessing an 
offensive weapon and failing to surrender to court bail. 

Mr Mahmood Hussain, mitigating, said his actions had 
been “impulsive” and out of character. 

District judge Michael Morris handed Bakir a 17-week 
prison sentence for possessing the knuckle duster and eight 
weeks in jail for failing to surrender to bail, to run consecu¬ 
tively. He told him: “It’s clear you were expecting trouble by 
wearing the stab vest.” 

Congregate 

He also had a three-year Criminal Anti-Social Behaviour 
Order, preventing him from attending any demonstration 
by EDL, Unite Against Fascism or groups with the same 
views. It also ordered him not to congregate in groups whose 
presence was likely to cause distress, alarm or harassment. 


In a different case, the court heard Roheel Rashid was 
stopped to be searched by a police officer who had seen 20 
Asian men running from Arboretum Road. 

The 22-year-old, of Luton Road, put up a struggle and 
pushed Pc Peter Dodsworth to the shoulder. 

He admitted assaulting a police officer in the execution of 
his duty. 

Miss Amy Jackson, mitigating, said he was walking home 
with his younger brothers. Sentencing Rashid, Mr Morris 
said: “This was on a difficult day for police officers. There 
was massive disorder. You didn’t make it any easier.” 

He was handed a 12-week prison sentence, suspended for 
12 months, a two-month 7pm to 7am curfew, and told to pay 
£75 compensation and £85 costs.

Wardens are to get 
more body cameras 


A PILOT scheme to stop parking wardens 
being attacked by angry motorists in Walsall 
by fitting them with cameras has been hailed 
such a success that council bosses hope to 
make it permanent. 


Bid to find 
acceptable 
use of site 

COUNCILLORS are to 
work alongside owners of a 
site in Willenhall to find a 
“mutually acceptable” use 
after controversial plans for 
a mental health facility were 
withdrawn. 

The proposed conversion 
of Meadow House, in Stroud 
Avenue, Short Heath, had 
sparked a protest petition 
with 1,300 names. More 
than 800 people flocked to a 
public meeting to air their 
concerns about the scheme. 

But the planning applica¬ 
tion to Walsall Council has 
been dropped by the medical 
company. 

Councillor Daniel Barker 
said: “It is now hoped that 
local residents and the ward 
councillors can get together 
with the owners to find a 
mutually acceptable future 
for the site.” 

The scheme involved the 
conversion of a former care 
home into a residential low 
secure mental health facil¬ 
ity. The application was sub¬ 
mitted by St Mary and St 
Michael Medical Company, 
based in Penn, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 


The trial was launched 
last summer after 40 inci¬ 
dents of abusive behaviour 
towards traffic wardens in 
12 months were reported by 
the unit. 

Walsall Council chiefs are 
now looking to allocate 
funding towards making the 
body-mounted cameras per¬ 
manent. 

Transport and environ¬ 
ment chief councillor Tom 
Ansell said: “The trial was a 
real success and resulted in 
positive feedback from both 
members of the public and 
our own civil enforcement 
officers. 

Police 

“We would like to make 
the cameras a permanent 
feature but we need to look 
at funding so will look at 
building something into the 
next round of contracts 
around summer time.” 

When the trial was 
launched the council said 
footage would be passed on 
to the police to assist with 
prosecutions. 

Private firm Apcoa runs 
the service on behalf of the 
council, monitoring the 
streets and town centre car 
parks. 

It comes as up to £3,000 
will also be spent on body 
cameras for more than a 
dozen enforcement staff as 
part of a blitz on litter in the 
town. 


Celebrations at ‘outstanding’ college 



A COLLEGE in Walsall has 
become the first in the 
country to be judged as 
outstanding under the new 
Ofsted framework. 

Inspectors praised the 
quality of teaching and lear¬ 
ning at Walsall Adult and 
Community College. 

Staff and students were 
celebrating after receiving 
the top rating, almost three 
years to the day since it was 
graded ‘good’. 

The college received the 
highest possible grading in 
all five inspection areas. 
Principal Maria Gilling 
said: “Words cannot express 
how delighted we are.” 

Praise 

The education watchdog 
awarded the college, based 
in Hawbush Road in 
Leamore, 24 grades in total 
- of which 23 were out¬ 
standing. 

Overall effectiveness of 
provision, outcomes for 
learners, the quality of 
teaching and the effective¬ 
ness of leadership and man¬ 
agement were all areas for 
praise. 

Ms Gilling added: “Under 
the new common inspection 
framework, a college cannot 
be graded as outstanding 
overall unless its teaching, 
learning and assessment 
practice is judged as such. 
This outcome is certainly 
testament to hard work of 
our learners, staff, partners 
and governors.”

Inspector Felicity Keane 
said: “Thankfully, these 
offences are still relatively 
rare. However, we take 
any such offences very 
seriously and we set up an 
extensive operation in 
2012 to reduce this kind of 
offending, working to 
bring offenders to justice. ”

MP backs action call on subway

Wolverhampton City Council said repairs had 


been done but the vandalism in the subway had 
continued. 

Pensioner Tom Larkin, who has lived in the 
area for 40 years, said many people wanted to see 
the subway closed but he felt that some sort of 
alternative access for people to cross the road 
would have to be provided if that happened. 

He added: “At long last something seems to be 
happening.” 

Plans for a supermarket to be built alongside a 
new care home and GP surgery on a site next to 
the subway were put on hold last week. 

Councillors voted to negotiate with developers 
for the £20 million scheme in New Street to see if 
any more housing could be built.

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Search for 
Spitfires 
hits snag 

A TEAM hunting for dozens 
of Second World War Spit¬ 
fires believed to be buried at 
Burma’s main international 
airport said the search 
would take longer than 
expected after a survey dis¬ 
covered bundles of electric 
cables in the way. 

It is hoped to bring one of 
the planes “home” to Castle 
Bromwich for restoration. 

Soe Thein, a retired 
Burmese geology professor, 
who is helping hunt for the 
rare fighter planes, said the 
team had located crates that 
could contain the Spitfires. 

Battle 

He said cables and water 
pipes were found above 
them and there is no blue¬ 
print for their precise loca¬ 
tions, meaning unearthing 
them would be more time- 
consuming than antici¬ 
pated. 

There is no word yet on 
when the crates would 
finally be unearthed. 

The iconic Spitfire won 
fame for helping Britain win 
the Battle of Britain and 
halt Nazi invasion during 
the war. But it was at a high 
cost in both pilots and 
machines. 

Former Walsall man 
David Treagger, who now 
lives in Denmark, is spear¬ 
heading a £2 million bid to 
bring one of the Spitfires 
back to the West Midlands. 

The father-of-two is 
hoping he can raise enough 
money to bring one back to 
Castle Bromwich where it 
was made. 

Drug problem 
led to death 
of woman, 40 

A WILLENHALL woman 
battling drug problems died 
of pneumonia worsened by 
taking methadone which 
affected her breathing, an 
inquest heard. 

Nasreen Jan, aged 40, of 
Circuit Close, had a history 
of seizures and drug abuse 
and, in the days before her 
death, had breathing diffi¬ 
culties, her family told an 
inquest. 

Pathologist Dr Iqbal 
Dhesi told the hearing at 
Walsall Manor Hospital that 
one effect of methadone was 
to cause respiratory depres¬ 
sion. The cause of death was 
respiratory failure due to 
broncho-pneumonia and an 
overdose of methadone. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded a 
verdict of death by natural 
causes. 


Post office clerk's fraud was to pay debt 


A POST office counter clerk in Walsall who was awarded 
more than £1,000 in compensation that she was not entitled 
to after falsely claiming luxury parcels - including Louis 
Vuitton handbags - had been lost in the post has been given 
a suspended prison sentence. 

Rajmeen Dulai has been ordered to pay back the £1,300 
she received from a fake claims made while working at 
Gillity Village Post Office in Walsall and at a post office in 
Kingsbury Road, Birmingham. 

Dulai, of Aster Way, Tamebridge, admitted three charges 
of fraud by false representation. 

Walsall Magistrates Court heard that the 30-year-old of 
Aster Way, Tamebridge, ordered luxury items then either 
claimed she had not received them or that she had returned 
to sender. 


She made false certificates of postage to back up the 
claims. Under the mail company’s special delivery service, 
parcels can be insured up to £2,500. 

Mr John Dove, prosecuting, said on the first occasion she 
falsely claimed to have returned two Louis Vuitton hand¬ 
bags but they never made it back to the firm. She was paid 
£1,300 in compensation. 

Raided 

When her home was later raided by the police and Royal 
Mail officers, the two handbags were found. 

Dulai also lied to claim she hd not received a Christian 
Dior watch from Goldsmiths, worth £3,300. That was later 
found at her mother’s house in Slough. 

On a third attempt, she claimed to have posted sun¬ 


glasses, a watch and clothing, worth more than £450, which 
were then lost in the post. 

She was not paid for the last two claims. 

Dulai was employed by the Martin McColl retail chain 
when she worked at the post offices. She has since lost her 
job. 

She admitted three charges of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion in October 2011 and February 2012. 

Mr Steve Blower, mitigating for Dulai at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court last Thursday, said she had been trying to get 
out of debt. 

District Judge Michael Morris gave Dulai a 12-week jail 
term, suspended for 12 months. 

She was also handed a community order.

Garden memorial for Keelan 


Experts brought in to analyse the future of the historic 
100-stall Walsall Market believe it should permanently relo- 
cate to The Bridge and Brad¬ 
ford Street. Initial funding 
plans suggest that addi¬ 
tional income could repay 
the cost of the investment 
over 10 to 15 years. 

Revenue could be raised 
by increasing rents, trading 
for an additional day and 
creating an events space, 
which would mean moving 
the Source of Ingenuity 
fountain. The 800-year-old 
market currently trades five 
days a week. 

Financial 

Yesterday (Wednesday) 
council chiefs were being 
asked to instruct officers to 
commission a study to assess 
the design and financial 
implications of creating a 
market square on The 
Bridge. The feasibility and 
design study is likely to cost 
in the region of £40,000. 

Walsall Market Traders 
Association chairman Tony 
Larner welcomed plans for 
an additional trading day. 

He said: “If there’s an 
appetite for it then it could 
work. A lot of traders do ask 
me about a Thursday 
market because there’s not 
that many around.” 

A report, going before 
cabinet, says a plan would be 
needed to protect the 
council’s investment. Coun¬ 
cillors will be asked to rec¬ 
ommend that customers, 
retailers, investors and rep¬ 
resentatives of market trade 
organisations are consulted. 


One in five 
firms failed 
despite help 

ALMOST a fifth of busi¬ 
nesses which received 
grants from to start up in 
Walsall ceased trading 
within two years, it has been 
revealed. 

A total of 64 businesses 
were involved in the 
Working Neighbourhoods 
Fund programme supported 
by Walsall Council. They 
were given grants totalling 
£72,000 during 2010/2011 
and of the 56 monitored, 82 
per cent are continuing to 
trade. It comes against a 
background of regeneration 
bosses battling to reduce the 
number of empty shops in 
the town centre. 

Figures which were 
released last year showed 
more than 80 empty units in 
the heart of the borough. 

However, high streets in 
Aldridge, Bloxwich, Brown- 
hills, Darlaston and Willen- 
hall are faring better and 
have seen a surge in empty 
units being snapped up. 
They fell by 41 per cent. 

Any new firm taking on a 
site in the town centre with 
a five-year lease can get a 
year’s free rent under a new 
initiative.

Meals service expands 
its role in community 


A COMMUNITY meals scheme 
has almost quadrupled the 
number of customers it serves 
since launching two years ago. 

An update on the £220,000 Taste for Life 
service will be given to Walsall Council 
recently. The scheme delivers hot and 
frozen meals and hosts weekly luncheon 
clubs. It has 580 pensioners on its books. 

It was launched on January 7,2011, after 
the authority ended its contract with 
meals-on-wheels provider Sodexo, in a bid 
to save £1 million over three years. 

At the time, there were 300 pensioners 
and vulnerable people receiving meals -150 
chose to go with the scheme and 150 
declined. 

Visit 

The service expanded when it introduced 
safe and well calls, where staff visit or call 
residents. By the end of its first year the 
scheme, run by Caldmore Housing and Age 
UK Walsall, had 350 registered users. 

Help with cooking at home is now offered 
and bosses have spoken of plans to set up 
book clubs and friendship circles. 

Frontline staff are taking part in a pilot 
scheme which assesses the capability of 
Taste For Life users. The aim is to see how 
pensioners could contribute to their local 
communities. 

Staff will also be revisiting original 
meals-on-wheels users who turned them 
down to see if their needs have changed. 

Taxi office gets nod 

MOVES to convert a showroom into a taxi 
booking office in Walsall have been backed 
by council planners. 

The application in Croxstalls Road, 
Bloxwich, has been granted permission by 
Walsall Council under delegated powers. 

Head of planning David Elsworthy said: 
“The proposed change of use to a taxi office 
within this industrial location is acceptable 
as it is considered to have no impact upon 
the character of the area or residential 
amenity.” 


Gardeners’ plea over floods

FED-UP residents say they are at 
the end of their tethers after being 
continually hit by flooding in their 
gardens for the past eight months. 

Gardens of six privately-owned 
homes in Glastonbury Crescent, 
Bloxwich, repeatedly flood during 
heavy downpours and residents say 
they suspect it is due to blocked 
drains. 

Care assistant Michelle Speed, 
aged 39, who lives with her 11-year- 
old daughter Olivia, said they have 
been trying to sort the issue with 
Walsall Council for months. 


She said: “It floods every time it 
rains heavily. We’ve seen rats swim¬ 
ming about in the water. There’s a 
storm drain at the back of the 
houses which we think is blocked. 

Investigating 

“We’ve all repeatedly called the 
council but we don’t seem to get any 
joy.” 

Her neighbour, Peter Fitton, 57, 
who lives with his disabled mother 
Kathleen, 82, said he was also fed up 
of the problem. 

Walsall Council is investigating.

Meanwhile, budget fashion chain 
Primark has boasted rocketing sales 
figures over Christmas while babycare 
icon Mothercare saw its struggling UK 
stores slip even further. 

Mothercare, which has stores in 
Walsall, Wolverhampton and Merry 
Hill, is planning to close 50 shops. But 
its online store is doing well. 

Primark, which is planning to open 
in Walsall, saw better sales than 
expected - up by a quarter on the same 
period last year.

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Three admit roles in disorder 


THREE men have admitted their roles in trouble which 
broke out during an English Defence League (EDL) protest 
in Walsall town centre. 

There were angry scenes in Leicester Street in September 
as the EDL held a protest. Disorder erupted as supporters 
left a pub. Kyle Kirkbride, of Rugeley, and Peter Jelley, of 
Shrewsbury, both admitted threatening behaviour, while 
John Sharpe, of Leamore, Bloxwich, admitted racially 
aggravated harassment. 

Racist 

At Walsall Magistrates Court last week Mrs Clare Davis, 
prosecuting, said that during the afternoon of September 29 
there had disorder involving 200 to 300 EDL supporters. 
Some march stewards, EDL supporters and police suffered 
injuries. 

The court heard that Sharpe made racist remarks to a 


police officer. Miss Davis said the 45-year-old, of Hawbush 
Road, was not part of the protest and was in the “wrong 
place at the wrong time”. Mrs Sheila Hicklin, mitigating, 
said Sharpe had a drink problem. 

District Judge Michael Morris fined him £100 and 
ordered he pay £150 compensation, £85 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

Miss Davis said Kirkbride, aged 24, of Springfield 
Avenue, had made rude gestures at Asian men. 

Mr Jason Georgiou, mitigating, said he was not racist and 
was responding to the men. He was given a £280 fine, told 
to pay £85 costs and £15 victim surcharge. 

Peter Jelley, 24, of Prescott Close, Shrewsbury, denied 
being involved in violence. In mitigation, Mr James Hand 
said he had no strong political views. The hearing was 
adjourned for a report and Jelley was released on condi¬ 
tional bail to return to court on February 6 for sentencing.

A TOTAL of £3 million has been 
earmarked to help pay for home 
adaptations for disabled and vul¬ 
nerable residents in Walsall over 
the next four years. 

The money is aimed at householders who 
do not meet the criteria for statutory dis¬ 
abled facilities grants or aids. 

There are more than 1,000 disabled resi¬ 
dents on the waiting list. Over three years 
the funding, if approved, would pay for 
335 - or a third - of those on the list. The 
plans are set out in Walsall Council’s draft 
capital programme for 2013-18. 

Equally 

The money would be allocated equally 
over the first four years, with £750,000 bud¬ 
geted for each 12-month period. No cash has 
been allocated for the final year. 

As part of the scheme, healthcare tech¬ 
nology warning pensioners and vulnerable 
people of dangers in their homes - from bur¬ 
glars to gas leaks - has been installed in 
almost 10,000 properties. 

Walsall Council and NHS Walsall set 
aside £1.8m for the first year of the scheme, 
which they say gives people more independ¬ 
ence. Telecare and Telehealth services are 
being used to help people with long-term 
conditions, such as heart disease, respira¬ 
tory illnesses, arthritis and dementia, stay 
at home for longer.

Moonshine and mayhem 
with hillbilly gangsters

Lawless (18) 

BASED on a true story, probably 
rather loosely, this tale of backwoods 
bootlegger brothers in prohibition- 
era America is a stylish and very 
violent gangster thriller. 

It comes from the Australian team of 
director John Hillcoat (The Road) and 
writer (and rock star) Nick Cave. 

Set in early 1930s Virginia, it tells of 
good ol’ boys the Bondurant brothers, 
played by Tom Hardy, Jason Clarke 
and Shia Labeouf. They run their rural 
bar despite a ban on booze and make a 
lucrative income distilling illegal 
hooch, bribing the local lawmen with a 
few crates of the hard stuff. 

However, a corrupt district attorney 
brings in a Chicago cop to crack down 
on the Bondurant boys when they stub¬ 
bornly refuse to pay his bribes. 

Enter the real star of the movie, Guy 
Pearce, as preening, perfumed and 
poison-tongued sadist Special Deputy 
Charlie Rakes. 

He delivers a vicious beating to the 
youngest Bondurant - an impulsive 
youth as played by Labeouf - setting in 
motion a feud. 

Pearce’s oily-haired dandy is a mem¬ 
orable villain, necessary to make 
viewers care about bland hicks the 
“invincible” Bondurants, though Tom 
Hardy does have John Wayne-like pres¬ 
ence as the older brother. 

Like most gangster movies, the 
female roles are under-written, not 
giving Mia Wasikowska or Jessica 
Chastain, as girlfriends, much to do. 
Great soundtrack though.

Parents are 
warned to 
beware of 
danger dolls

PEOPLE across the Black Country are being 
warned to beware of dangerous dolls on sale. 

They come in various shapes and names such as crawling 
dolls with a polka-dots dress, baby dolls with a picture of an 
animal’s head on the chest and fruit head dolls. 

They are all subject to a Europe-wide product recall after 
it emerged they contain phthalates, a poisonous chemical 
used to soften plastics. 

The chemical is banned in children’s toys because it can 
cause cancer, deformities in unborn babies and infertility in 
men. 

The dolls were imported from China. Some were sold 
without a CE mark and there were no instructions for use 
or specific warnings. CE marking is a declaration by the 
manufacturer that the product meets all the appropriate 
provisions of the relevant legislation. 

Playing 

Sandwell Trading Standards have received six com¬ 
plaints in connection with these dolls. 

One consumer In Cradley Heath reported her children 
being ill after playing with a fruit head doll. 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood services Councillor 
Ian Jones said: “These toys are potentially lethal for chil¬ 
dren as they do not comply with the toy safety directive. 

“I would urge people who have purchased these dolls to 
return them and request a full refund.” 

Bob Charnley, Trading Standards Manager advised “By 
law all toys should bear a CE mark that demonstrates they 
have been examined and tested to ensure compliance with 
essential safety standards. 

“Trading standards are trying to find any of the dolls in 
Sandwell and are working to remove them from sale.” 

Anyone who thinks they have bought one of these dolls 
should call Citizens Advice consumer service on 08454 0405 
06. 

One mother told how she had let her one-year-old daugh¬ 
ter play with the dolls before finding out about the ban on 
the internet. 

Tammy McMullon, 23, of Quarry Bank, Dudley, let her 
daughter Skye-Lilly play with the two colourful fruit head 
dolls, but then found a warning from trading standards offi¬ 
cers in Blackpool who described the toys as dangerous. 

Mrs McMullon, of Robin Hood Road, said the toys were 
bought from a stall by her mother Lisa Chetkowski-Randell 
and her husband Stephen’s grandmother Edna Hill. She said: 
“I was horrified when I found out”.

Meeting the wife was one of 
Perks of Joe's hospital stay 


RESEARCH carried out by 
members of Cheslyn Hay & Dis¬ 
trict Local History Society has 
revealed the interesting life of one 
of the village’s former residents. 

Joseph Baker was born on January 6, 
1876 at his grandparents’ cottage on 
Saredon Road and was the eldest of the 
Bakers’ 15 children. 

His father William was a miner and well- 
known in the local pubs and taverns for his 
loud and overbearing manner. 

Later in life the Bakers moved to Little- 
wood. William, now an overman at the pit, 
was involved in a terrible disaster that left 
him severely injured. 

William would be out of work for at least 
12 months, but luckily the family had been 
involved in religious revivals that had saved 
William from drink. It was his friends at the 
Salem including Rev Thomas Seymour that 
kept the family going. 

He returned to work as a clerk and to sup-

plement his earnings he began to deliver 
fish from the station to the pits. The suc¬ 
cessful business led the family, with help 
from William Crutchley a friend from the 
Salem, to buy a home in Low street and turn 
it in to a shop. The store was such a success 
and it soon became a general store. 

At the age of 10, Joe became involved in 
running the store. Many people at this time 
relied upon credit and once refused at one 
store would often move on to the next. 

To get their money back, Joe, still a young 
man at this stage, took the debtors to 
Walsall’s county court, but it made little dif¬ 
ference and the family was eventually 
forced to sell with more than £400 worth of 
outstanding debt. 

By the age of 12, Joe was down the Plant 
pit earning a shilling a day hauling coal to 
the surface. Out of these wages, he was 
allowed to keep a third which he saved and 
spent on a melodeon and magic lantern. 


He set up a show with friend Dickey Mer¬ 
chant and charged local children a ha’penny 
a time. 

Joe would spend the rest of his life down 
the pit and had two accidents the final one 
crushing his leg forcing him to take up cler¬ 
ical work at Hawkins Colliery office that he 
continued doing until 1946. 

Crush 

It was during his recuperation that Joe 
was visited by his childhood crush Lizzie 
Perks and the two were to marry on Christ¬ 
mas Day 1902, setting up home in Hill 
street. The two would have one child 
Harriet, who would later marry local lad 
Sammy Hycock in 1926. 

In later life, Joe became devoted to the 
village that he lovedm helping out with a 
number of community projects. During the 
Second World War, he served on the parish 
council and was an ARP warden. 

Joe eventually passed away aged 79 on 
March 4, 1955.

ell, we’ve witnessed some 
extraordinary demises in 
Midsomer Murders, but here’s 
one that really takes the biscuit - 
death by cheese.

Since then, her career has been hit- 
and-miss, with a stint as a pop star 
and successful roles on stage in My 
Fair Lady and on the big screen in 
Love Actually proving to be the 
highlights. 

But maybe happiness in 
McCutcheon’s private life is about to 
signal a return to stardom - she 
recently tied the knot with singer- 
songwriter Jack McManus. 

She says: “We are best friends 
as well as lovers and totally 
supportive of one another. We 
feel that we can conquer anything 
the world throws at us as long as we 
have each other, and that’s a rare 
thing.”

Kia Optima is one of a kind in big business saloon stakes

SHOULD 
you be 


captivated by the 
sculpted lines of 
Kia’s new big 


saloon you ought to find the 
buying process pleasantly 
simple. 

For starters, there’s just one engine on 
offer - a fairly modest diesel - and one body 
shape - a saloon, with no talk of hatch or 
estate on the horizon. 

So you’ll just have to concentrate on 
colour and fittings and perhaps go for the 
auto over a conventional gearchange. 

And that’s it, although you might not 
want to hang around. Kia has only modest 
sales targets for the Optima and might be 
surprised at the interest this handsome 
machine generates. 

It’s a big car, longer even than Ford’s 
Galaxy and to my eyes a much more hand¬ 
some design, a shape overseen by the man 
who spent some years drawing new Audis 
for a living before being tempted away to 
inject style into Kias from Korea. 

The Optima marks the completion of 
part one of the project that has seen eight 
new cars in seven years and turned Kia 
from a company that sold cars because they 
were cheap to ones that represent good 
value - an important difference. 

Good value (think Marks & Spencer) 


means we’ll pay a bit more for something 
that looks good; making us feel better and 
the retailer a little bit better off. 

Most Optimas will end up as company 
cars and aren’t going to be upstaged in the 
company car park in a sea of Galaxies and 
Insignias, especially when the Kia’s keeper 
starts describing what came as standard 
with the car. 

All Optimas share the same engine but 
come with a choice of four grades. The entry 
level Optima 1 (see, I said it was simple) 
costs £19,595 and has the business car 
essentials of air con, electric windows, Blue¬ 
tooth, alloys and adjustable lumbar support 
for the driver - along with a huge boot easily 
made bigger still by folding the rear seats. 

Next up is the Optima 2 in Luxe or 
Tech guise, each costing the same 
£21,695. Both have dual zone air condi¬ 
tioning, heated front seats (with 
memory and electric adjustment for the 
driver), reversing sensors and a more 
easily read instrument panel. 

The Luxe then adds part leather seats, 
sunroof, iPod cable, big 18 inch alloy 
wheels and a reversing camera. Opt for 
the Tech and you’ll find a 12 speaker 


sound system, smaller alloys and touch 
screen satellite navigation. 

The Tech looks the bargain buy of the 
range, which is topped by the £24,495 
Optima 3 which adds xenon headlights, 
full leather upholstery . . . even an auto¬ 
matic parking system, heated rear seats 
and the ability of the hard-pressed driver 
to cool his seat at the push of a button. 

So it looks good (inside and out) and 
comes with lots of kit, but how does this 
promising newcomer drive? 

Pretty well is the quick answer. The 1.7 
litre, 134bhp diesel engine is vocal when 
cold but decently subdued once warmed 
through and provides enough performance 
to keep a busy company driver on schedule. 

An automatic model was less impres¬ 
sive, adding vibrations through the floor 
and keeping the revs annoyingly high 
when stopped at the lights and not 
looking worth the £1,500 charged for dis¬ 
pensing with a clutch pedal. 

The manual gearchange 2 Luxe on test 
was much more refined, with a ride that 
felt busy on bad roads but calmed down 
at a business-like cruise on the motor¬ 
way.

Revisions to the 2.0-litre 
petrol model see its average 
economy go up from 
32.8mpg to 37.7mpg. C02 
emissions reduced from 
199g/km to 173g/km, which 
is enough to put the new 
Forester five company car 
tax bands lower than its 
predecessor. 

The changes contribute 
to upping fuel economy 
from 44.8mpg to 47.9mpg 
and C02 from 167g/km to 
155g/km, dropping the car 
two tax bands.

Walsall 3 Bournemouth 1 


JUST six weeks ago, time looked 
like being blown on Walsall’s 
season - but you should always 
play to the whistle. 

They have gone from two points above the 
relegation zone to two points adrift of the 
play-offs, writes Nick Mashiter. 

They recorded a fourth straight win with 
a 3-1 victory over Bournemouth in which 
Eunan O’Kane will struggle to live down a 
second-half gaffe which ‘handed’ Saddlers a 
second penalty and the points on Saturday. 

Dean Smith joked he had seen it before - 
on the training ground - but O’Kane will 
suffer for weeks after casually picking up 
the ball in the area expecting the whistle as 
Will Grigg was tripped outside of the box. 

It never came and Grigg’s resulting 
penalty settled a game which included a red 
card for Febian Brandy, glaring misses and 
the woodwork struck three times. 

Hailed 

Victory completed a double over big¬ 
spending Bournemouth and ended their 15- 
match unbeaten run in the league. 

Smith hailed it as one of his best and a per¬ 
formance befitting the occasion but Walsall 
will be acutely aware of what happened after 
their last victory over the Cherries. 

A 16-match winless run followed Dean 
Court success and they are now in a similar 
position. In September, they were fifth and 
facing Leyton Orient and Carlisle. They lost 
both and fell apart. 

Now, struggling Colchester and Oldham 
are next and lOth-placed Saddlers must 
again be favourites - a rare recent position - 
after four straight victories and six wins 
from seven games. 

While they play it down, two wins would 
turn them into play-off contenders, even as 
outsiders. 

Getting to 50 points remains the target; 
history dictates that. But why, after a barren 
two years, can’t the club and its long-suffer-

ing fans dare to dream? Smith is right to 
dampen expectation, but while the Saddlers 
remain on form he will struggle to do it for 
long - such is football’s hyperbole. 

Nearly 20 points above the relegation 
zone almost renders talk of the drop mean¬ 
ingless and, after that, who wants to talk of 
or target mid-table consolidation? 

That would have been the aim at the start 
of the season, but targets change and hitting 
50 points will give a green light to charge. 

Striker Will Grigg’s form continues to 
inspire. The biggest criticism levelled at the 
21-year-old is that, for all his graft, he fails 
to score enough. But after he netted his 10th 
goal of the season, that doubt is ebbing away. 

An extra yard of pace and added strength 
and improved confidence has seen the 
Northern Ireland international begin to 
fulfil his potential. 

He had no right to win the first penalty, 


which he scored to put Walsall 2-0 up, after 
running onto his own flick, beating the 
Bournemouth backline and teasing a foul 
from David James in first-half stoppage 
time. 

Before then only Tommy Elphick’s out¬ 
stretched boot denied him the opener - an 
honour which went to Sam Mantom when 
his 27th minute cross-shot dropped into the 
corner. 

It confirmed the Saddlers’ dominance, 
something which was only threatened when 
Brett Pitman crashed a header onto the bar 
seven minutes from the break. 

But Walsall shrugged off the scare to go 
2-0 up at half-time thanks to Grigg’s persist¬ 
ence, even if his penalty lacked conviction. 

Pitman’s neat header made it 2-1 three 
minutes after the interval and brought back 
memories of last season’s two-goal surren¬ 
der to the Cherries. But those fears were 


unfounded. Jamie Paterson hit the post 
before Bournemouth should have levelled 
when Ian McLoughlin spilled Josh 
McQuoid’s cross and Wes Thomas struck 
the bar from two yards. 

Walsall were rocking and Brandy, on a 
yellow, walked on 71 minutes after diving in 
on O’Kane when Mai Benning’s free-kick 
was spilled by James. 

Cue nerves, but when Grigg was fouled on 
the edge of the area and O’Kane picked the 
ball up, expecting a whistle which never 
came, the points were won. 

Grigg converted the penalty and almost 
claimed a hat-trick when his volley drifted 
wide. 

Bournemouth had been beaten by their 
own calamity, though. Walsall have been 
used to hanging on for the last whistle; now 
one which never came has given them the 
perfect platform to build from. 


Boss says 
defeating 
Cherries is 
top result 

BOSS Dean Smith hailed 
Walsall’s stunning victory 
over Bournemouth as his 
best result after the Sad¬ 
dlers won the most bizarre 
penalty of the season. 

The Saddlers sealed their 
fourth straight win with an 
impressive 3-1 success over 
the Cherries on Saturday. 

Eunan O’Kane’s handball 
- he flicked the ball up in the 
penalty area and caught it as 
it was still in play - crowned 
a madcap game. 

Will Grigg’s two penalties 
and Sam Mantom’s strike 
ended Bournemouth’s 15- 
game unbeaten League One 
run and lifted the Saddlers 
to 10th in League One. 

And Smith reckons it 
ranks as one of the finest 
results in two years as a 
manager. He said: “It’s one 
of the best results of my 
managerial career because 
of the run they are on, the 
players they have got and 
the spending power they 
have got. 

“They are a good team; I 
know we’ve beaten them 
3-1, but they are a very good 
team with very good players 
and they’ll win a lot more 
games this season. 

Dominated 

“To do the double over 
them proves we have a 
decent team. 

“We dominated the first 
half, Adam Chambers and 
Sam Mantom are getting 
better and better in the 
middle but to a man they 
were excellent.” 

Febian Brandy was sent 
off while Bournemouth 
struck the woodwork twice 
between Jamie Paterson 
hitting the post. 

But Smith admitted he 
had never seen anything like 
O’Kane’s handball in a 
match before. The Cherries 
midfielder carried the ball 
after Grigg was fouled - but 
referee Andy Davies had not 
blown for a free-kick. 

The official was left with 
no alternative but to award 
the penalty, which Grigg 
duly converted for his 10th 
goal of the season. 

Smith said: “They 

happen, usually on the 
training ground and not on 
the pitch. 

“I thought it was a foul 
but they played on and it was 
unfortunate, their players 
must have thought it was a 
foul as well.” 

O’Kane also apologised to 
Bournemouth fans via 
Twitter. He tweeted: “I can 
only apologise for what hap¬ 
pened! Thought I had heard 
a whistle so was trying to get 
the ball back to them to 
speed the game up!”
